The tornado 
struck first at the home of/ William 
J. Millwood, in the Orange commu- 


nity, and after killing four persons 
and sprending the ‘Millwved .home 
all oyer the landscape, traveled east 
to Lathamtown and destroyed four 
more houses. 

The dead are: William J. Mill- 
wood, 55: Mrs. Ida Millwood, 45. and 
their children, Allen, 17, and Estelle, 
15, all of Qrange, and Osie Heath, 25, 
of | athamtown.

Colonel Underwood, 
Brother of Senator, 
To Retire From Army} 


Lieutenant Colonel Sidney 8. Un- 
derwood, brother of Senator Oscar Un- 
derwood, of Alabama, has received war 
department orders directing him to 
proceed to Washington on April 21, 
and await retirement. 

His actual date of retirement will be 
July 10, when he will bave attained 
the age of 64, beyond which the law 
prevents further active service. 

Colonel Underwood ‘was born in 
Louwisville, Ky., on July 10, 1864, and 
began his military service as a cap- 
tain of the ordnance department in 
1917. Following the world war he 
was appointed a major of the ord- 
nance department in the regular army 
and on September 27, 1924, was pro- 
moted to lieytenant colonel.

DELIVERY URGED

ment and advancement of trade. in 
He showed that this state 
geographically is located exactly at 
the center point where cotton coming 
from the producer is turned over to 
the largest group of consumers in the 
world. He showed that Atlanta and 
Savannah, two Georgia cities con- 
sidered as delivery points, are located 
within an overnight ride of cotton 
mills which consume 74 per cent of the 
cotton produced in this country. This 
state also is in the heart of one of the 
biggest cotton-growing sections in the 
world and there is no limit in the ex- 
tent that the cotton trade could be 
developed under these almost *incon- 
ceivable economic advantages if this 
state did not suffer from a situation 
which is declared to be a barrier to 
the ultimate establishment of a deliv- 
ery point here. 

“Georgia's law covering the sale of 
votton under contract for future de- 
livery is antiquated and archaic.” Mr. 
Tift said. “It was passed to correct 
evils that existed during the height 
of the old bucket shop days but it is of 
such a confusing nature that it now 
serves to prevent the normal fune- 
tioning of the established system of dis- 
posing of cotton established under the 
sanction of the United States cotton 
contract act. The Georgia law -does 
not permit the normal functioning of 
future contracts in line with the by- 
laws, o& the New: York Cotton: ex- 
change and for this reason this situa- 
tion becomes a serious barrier to the 
designation of a Georgia city or cities 
as deliyery points shouk the New 
York Cotton exchange decide to estab- 
lish delivery points in the south or 
should congressfmal action bring 
about such establishment.” 

This question is of such vital im- 
portance to the future growth of the 
cotton industry. in Georgia and even 
to the preservation of the present in- 
dustry that it should command the at- 
tention of every business man, farmer. 
marchant, banker and civie leader of 
Georgia, according to Mr. Tift. 


Passed 20 Years Ago. 


“This law was pased more than 20 
years ago to remedy the bucket shop 
evil,” Mr. Tift said. “It is granted 
that such a law was needed at that 
time but it should have been specific 
and should not be of suéh a.nature 
as to hamper the legitimate function- 
ing of the cotton trading syMe.:. There 
is no southern cotton dealer who de- 
sires to see a reestablishment of the 
bucket shop. The cotton men are as 


much opposed to this as any other/ 


group of people. But the cotton men 
of Georgia and the citizens of this 
state who want to see Georgia reap 
her natural economic advantages are 
much exercised over the existence of 
the statutes in their present form, It 
is easy to change these statutes so 
that they will continue to prevent 
the operation of bucket shops and at 
the same time be of a nature which 
will not drive from the state all per- 
sons who desire to engage legitimately 
in the cotton trade.”., 

Mr. Tift and Mr. Tigner said a 
movement will be maintained in Geor- 
ia to bring about the change in the 
aws which will make the cotton in- 
dustry in this state flourish as never 
before instead of virtually paralyzing 
the trade, closing warehouses and com- 
ne se and otherwise standing as a 
arrier to normal and legitimate de- 
velopment. 

Mr-Tigner, in discussing southern 
delivery, said the federal trade com- 
mission, as long ago as 1923, recom- 
mended the establishment of south- 
ern delivery. He said congress, in 
his opinion. should now insist upon 
southern delivery of cotton against the 
New York futures contract in keep 
ing with the recommendations ef the 
commission. 

Tift Outlines Situation. 

Mr. Tift, in outlining the situation 
in Georgia, said: 

“Georgia has been slow to realize 
the tremendous advantage of southern 
delivery, which means the establish- 
ment of’ large concentration and dis- 
tribution centers for cotton at points 
within her borders, and bringing the 
basis point for the price paid for every 
bale of cotton nearer the grower, 
thereby saving him the annual ex- 


pense of unnecessary charges against 
his cotton, and at the same time bring 
to Georgia the headquarters and rep- 
resentatives of hundreds of concerns 
engaged in the cotton, cottonseed prod- 
ucts and textile business and the great 
rolume- of cash capital which is re- 
quired in the afinual movement of 
cotton.

storage warehouses, unlimited banking 
facilities and othe? advantages incident 
to the concentration and distribution 
of cotton. 

“The development of’the textile in- 
dustry has made greater strides in 
Georgia during the past year than in 
any other section of the United States, 
according to the United States census 
bureau, andthe textile development 
has just begun in Georgia. Atlanta 
today is within overnight haul to tex- 
tile centers consuming more than 74 
per cent of the entire consumption of 
raw cotton in America:

BIRTHS IN GEORGIA 
IN 1927 EXCEEDED 
DEATHS BY 28,841 


Georgia’s natural increase in popu- 
lation—the excess of births over 


deaths—in 1927 was 28,841, it was 
revealed in figures made public this! 
week by the state board of health. 
The total number of births registered 
during the year was said to have been 
60.151, as compared ig 31,310 
deaths. 

“Although this is a etiotiketial nat- 
ural increase,” members of the board 
pointed out, ‘it is really greater than 
it appears, ‘because the registration 
for déaths is more complete than for 
births. 

“During the year 1927 there were 
registered 60,1 births and 31.310 
deaths, or, in er words, for every 
100 deaths registered there were 192 
births. When the ratio of births per 
hundred deaths is ‘ess than 100, it 
indiéates a decadent population which 
is a grave reflection on any state or 
community.” 

Officials of the health board strees- 
ed emphatically the necessity for ,co- 
operation by citizens of the state in 
registering all births and deaths in 


Georgia.

Appropriation of $660,000 for Unit- 
ed States Veterans’ Bureau Hospital 
building and equipment to be located 
in Atlanta was assured by action of.

ommendations.

| D. A. V. members to have the proposed 
appropriation of $350,000 substan-

‘obtained will provide for hospital fa- 
cilities of 200 beds in addition to 
what is already in Atlanta, Mr. Tate 
remarked.

Votes also are scheduled for Wednes- 
day on the Norris resolution, recently 
passed by the senate and providing 
for continued government operation, 
and the Madden bill, which would 
lease the project to the American 
Cyanamid company. ‘Both measures 
are expected to be defeated. 

The McSwain Dill authorizes con- 

struction later of a dam at Cove 
Creek, Tenn., to cost between 
$25,000,000 and $37,000,000 to in- 
crease power available at Muscle 
oals. 
Under the provisions of the bill, 
the government corporation is author- 
ized to sell fertilizer at cost during a 
five-year experimental period and after 
that time to sell it at a 4 per cent 
profit, which would be used to amor- 
tise the cost of the plant. 

The corporation is authorized to sel] 
electric power with no limitations on 
the price except there must be no loss. 
Power contracts are limited to 15 
years for municipalities and to 10 
years' for private companies,

The 
main thing to consider is this: as you 
start to take the club head back, with 
the left hand and arm predominating, 
let the left side, shoulder, hip and 
knee turn with the swing in a natural 
manner—all togetigtr, not in sections. 
Attempting to take a swing apart by 
sections and concentrating on any one 
section is one of the surest ways in 
the world to get a swing that will. be 
as smooth looking as a rock pile after 
a blast.
